The Post has here touched upon the 
defective principle which has rendered 
so many trade unions pernicious in 
their effects. There was never a time 
when the working class lacked men 
who.were ‘able and willing to cham- 
pion their interests, and in the proper 
way. Such men have raised the toil- 
ing classes from a condition of abso- 
lute serfdom to a perfect independ- 
ence of head and hand. No honest 
man who earns his bread but has a 
right to look forward to wealth and 
standing in his State. Has not this 
change from a state of subjection been 
too rapid? Has it not led to exagger- 
ated notions of the laborers’ power? 
Have we not, in a generous desire to 
teach the masses their own import- 
ance and clothe them with unlimited 
freedom, made them dangerous to 
their own interests? The slave of 
centuries can scarcely appreciate free- 
dom in a decade, and put the query to 
the workingman whether he has stud- 
ied the powers of his class and the 
proper redress for his grievances; 
whether there are not members of his 
class who prejudice its interests 
through zeal and erronious ideas of 
the virtue of force and violence. 


Chico Murderers. 


The New York Times thus speaks of 
the Chico murderers: 


There is no special significance to 
be attached to the so-called massacre 
of Chinese in California, except so far 
as it shows that a lawless element ex- 
ists in the white population in the in- 
terior of the State.

A Times Washington special of yes- 
terday says: It is now definitely set-

Governor Hampton of South Caro- 
lino has given written guarantee to the 
President that if the troops are with- 
drawn no violence will occur or be 
allowed, but that he will succeed 
Chamberlain by legal means only, and 
under a statute enacted by the Repub- 
licans in 1868 to enable them to put 
out some Democratic iscumbents. 
The statute provides for the summary 
eviction of any person intruding him- 
self into a public office by a warrant 
issued by a Circuit Jndge. The party 
evicted under such a warrant is au- 
thorizad by the statute to assert his 
claim or pretensions in the Courts, if 
he wishes, but he must give way first 
and at once on issue and on presenta 
tion of a warrant to the officer elected.

FOREIGN. 


A dispatch says a deputation from 
Bosnia to implore the aid of the Czar, 


passed through Kishenell yesterday. 


It is stated that the Pope has dic 
tated a note which the Nuncio will 
present to the various governments, 
representing the condition to which 
His Holiness will be reduced if the 
Clerical Abuses bill is passed. 

A telegram from Seara says: There 
was a six hours’ obstinate fight be- 
tween the Turks and Bosnians on 
Saturday, between Bonaventure and 
Drezgnia.: Both sides suffered heav- 
ily, and the Turks retired upon the 
Livnor. 

A special from Berlin says: Rus- 
sians appear to regard the protocol as 
a valuable concession obtained by 
Russia. 

A special from St. Petersburg 
quotes the Golos as declaring that 
peace may now be considered certain, 
as England has apparently decided 
that the protocol contains the princi- 
ple of cuercion. 

A dispatch from Constantinople 
says popular feeling against Mahmoud 
Damoud is gaining ground. Thirty 
Softas were arrested. The Minister of 
Police has been discharged because he 
was not sufficiently watchful. A 
large body of Softas went to the pal- 
ace on Wednesday to demand the re- 
lease of their comrades. 


A Goop Movement—The advo- 
cates of temperance have united in 
San Francisco to carry forward a 
series of meetings during the present 
week, the object of which should 
meet the approval of all good citizens. 
Notices of the time and places cf these 
meetings, with the, speakers who are 
to address them, appear elsewhere in 
our. columns. Their purpose is to 
arouse public opinion in favor of a 
more stringent license system and of 
its rigid enforcement. We have here- 
tofore expressed our opinion of the 
disgraceful laxity of the system now 
in vogue. It is a misnomer to call it 
a system at all. We are not exceed- 
ing the truth when we say that there 
is no other large city under the con- 
trol of an English speaking people 
where the license system is so lax, 
and where there is so entire a disre- 
gard of all the ordinary safeguards 
that experience has shown us the ne- 
cessity of, as exists in the city of San 
Francisco. Our criminal annals are 
swollen by this indifference. The 
more respectable men engaged in this 
business are also interested in procur- 
ing a decent license system. The 
community at large should encourage 
the present effort, which, if wisely 
and nanan de ‘conducted, cannot
